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ADVISORY ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed August 24, 2005 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

With regard to claim 1, Breitenbach et al. disclose that the previous history record 
is modified (Fig. 6, step 613) so that the user can begin playback at any location in the 
previous call progress. This would allow a user, no matter what the final state of the call 
progress was, to access a desired point in the call repeatedly . That is, in a first call the 
final state in the call would be saved (a first final state). The user could then access that 
final state in a second call and continue to record the history of the second call. The 
final state of that call (a second final state) would be saved at the completion of the 
second call. In a third call, the user would be able to (step 613) to access the history 
record created in the second call and modify the history record to begin at the first final 
state recorded in the first call, thus provided repeated access to that state. 

The same argument applies to claims 10, 17, 22, and 23 as well. 

Regarding claims 29-34, Breitenbach et al. disclose that a plurality of 
history records are saved for subsequent (downstream) access (e.g. column 20, lines 
1 9-24). By allowing the user to provide their own name for a bookmark, it would be 
easier to locate that bookmark for subsequent access. It is notoriously well known in 
the art that it is easier for a user to remember a name that they have supplied rather 
than the bookmark location name used by the computer (e.g. the URL or file location). 
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Furthermore, while the Applicant has argued that it would be undesirable to "complicate 
the call-back procedure by prompting for a bookmark name", there is no limitation in 
claims 29-34 requiring that the user access the bookmark through a call back procedure 
(the claims only refer to saving the bookmark, not subsequent access). Although the 
claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are 
not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. 
Cir. 1993). The Examiner maintains that by allowing a user to supply a name for the 
bookmark, it would be easier to locate that bookmark for subsequent access.
